D akota City, Neb., Sept. L —“ IF 
polygam y is not good for the ordinary 
A m erican citizen i,t is not good for 
the Am erican Indian and I shall turn 
my hand to stam ping out this taint 
of M ormon belief am ong the Indians 
in N ebraska,” is tho declaration of 
Judge W. A. Elm ers, of Dakota City, 
who believes there is no place for 
Brigham Youngs and Joseph Sm iths 
among the Indiana. 


F o r years the W innebago and Oma­ 
ha Indians have done ns they plensed 
in domestic alTairs and some of the 
olderi Indians have bad lialf a dozen 
wives, either sim ultaneously or suc­ 
cessively. 
B u t one legtd wife a t a 
tim e, and no new ones until th e last 
one is disposed of, is the^ program 
m apped out by the county Judge and 
'the county attorney, A. A. McAl­ 
lister, of D akota county, where tlui 
m ost of tho Indians come fo>' their 
licenses. 


The S tate of N ebraska recognized 
these Indians ns citizens. The,y have 
man.y privileges on. account of this 
recognition, including the right to 
vote, buy liquor over the bnr and. 
other things dear to the hearts of the 
red men. 


B u t they m ust not practice po­ 
lygam y in the fu tu re. 
T he \4iling of 
Judge Elm ers will Ije exceedingly un- 
populhr w ith the Indians, and consid­ 
erable trouble will result. 
Old Joe 
H arris, tho Joseph S m ith of the W in- 
riebiigo tribe, now has eight wives. 
Seven of them m ust return to the 
wigwam of their fath ers anfi aw ait 
fo r the aged chieftain to j)iek one 
whom he desires to .become his per­ 
m anent wife. 


Judge Elmorf» has been investigat­ 
ing the pa.st connubal life of some of 
the Indians and has been refusing to 
issue licenses to Indians who have one 
wife. 
R ecently C harles D ecora, a 
W innebago Indian, whose fath e r ia 
a Frenchm an, and who ia a brother to 
ihe fam ous Angel D ecora, the Indian 
illu strato r fo r H arp er & B rothers, ap­ 
plied fo r a license to wed an Indian 
m aiden of tw enty sum m ers. 
Judge 
E lm ers prom ptly refused to grarrt the 
license and told the In d ia n th a t if he 
secured a license elsewhere and m ar­ 
ried the g irl before he disposed of 
several of his wives he would bo sent 
to tho penitentiary fo r bigamy. 


“^I m il fill th e prison a t Lineohi 
fu ll of you fellows,” declared the 
irate judge. 
“I f they refuse to ad­ 
m it a M ormon senator to congress 
because he believes in a religion which 
perm its polygamy I w ill not g ra n t a 
license to anotiher Ih d ian who has 
one la.w ful wife u n til ,he secures a 
divorce from her. I w ill also bo care­ 
fu l about g ran tin g a divorce. 
Civil­ 
ization begins rig lit here, and poly­ 
gam y am ong th e tribe of N ebraska 
has come to a stop.” 


“Guess it m akes no difference to 
me,” replied the Indian. “I live w ith 
her and m arry her under In d ian cus­ 
tom . 
Guess we won’t bother any 
m ore about g ettin g m arriedTegal way. 
The whites 111 say m arry in the legal 
way, and they won’t le t me.” 


T he p retty In d ian m aiden, dressed 
in tribal custom, sa t p atien tly aw ait­ 
ing the retu rn of her lover from tho 
court house w ith the necessary docu­ 
m ent, but tb e In d ian had no words of 
com fort to give her when he returned, 
other th a n th at they would have lo 
live as they had been living, and th at 
she could n o t become his legal wife. 


M any other instances havo come to 
light where In d ian s desired to m arry 
legally the th ird or fo u rth wife. The 
county judge declares he w’lll send 
the sheriff to tho In d ia n hom es and 
arrest all Indians who are living in 
adultry, unless th ere 
is 
a general 
cleaning np, ai;d P o o r Lo will be com­ 
pelled to have b u t one w ife aiid leave 
polygamy alone.
